The Elba City Council 
met for a rather routine 
meeting Monday evening, 
Oct. 9, and during that time, 
the council voted to all 
door-to-door neighborhood 
trick-or-treating in the city 
again this year designated 
for a separate time than the 
annual Pumpkins on the 
Square event.

Olympic gold medalist Mary Lou Retton is in the 
hospital, all hooked up to machines, with a severe 
breathing problem.

Two tourists were shot and killed in Brussels, 
Belgian last week.

We 
met two couples that took us under their wings, and 
when necessary, translated for'us, etc. They gave us 
phone numbers, mailing addresses and invited us to 
come back when we had more time to see and enjoy 
the beauty of their country. One of the ladies was 
obviously pregnant but her smile and conversation 
stayed toe-to-toe with that of her husband all that 
afternoon. They were as anxious to get information 
about the United States as we were about Belgian. 
Those addresses are still in our files but we haven’t 
written them in many, many years. The odds of both 
couples still living at those same places are slim to 
none, but we keep then anyway. As an afterthought 
we are grateful that we don’t have another trip sched- 
uled to Europe any time soon. 


Alvin Benn, of Selma, AL, died last week. He was 
first a reporter for the wire service UPI, and a number 
of newspapers around the South before becoming a 
longtime reporter for the Montgomery Advertiser. 
Al was a really nice guy. You would never have 
suspected it from his mild personality, but he was a 
veteran of the U. S. Marines.

Even if Iran can’t cur- 
rently access the $6 billion 
Biden gave them, they can 
access the $80 billion in oil 
exports they have earned 
since Biden lifted Trump’s 
economic sanctions. When 
Biden projects weakness on 
the world’s stage, terrorists 
see an opportunity. 

In May, I had the privi- 


lege of visiting Israel for the 
first time and was amazed 
by the history, the scenery, 
and most of all, the people. 
The Holy Land is filled 
with resilient citizens who 
love their faith, honor their 
history, and are ready to 
fight for their country. All 
the Israeli Defense Force 
members we met were 
passionately dedicated to 
protecting their homeland, 
even under constant threat 
of rocket fire. They now 
face much greater risks. 

My wife Heather and I 
are heartbroken for the fam- 
ilies who are now missing, 
or have lost, loved ones. 
I hope you will join us in 
praying for the leaders, 
defense forces, and fami- 
lies in Israel. Genesis 12:3 
promises us that those who 
bless Israel will be blessed, 
and those who curse Israel 
will be cursed.

The vast majority of those 
who run for elected office 
do so quite willingly, but 
that was not the case for 
Dwight D. Eisenhower 
following his success as 
Supreme Commander of 
Allied Forces in Europe in 
World War II. Before the 
1948 Presidential Election, 
both major parties mounted 
“draft Eisenhower” move- 
ments, trying to persuade 
him to run.

not perform any duty that 
his country might demand 
of him.”

the scoreboard against 
everyone they play.

Tigers pound 
Panthers 38-6

The Elba Tigers scored on their initial four offensive 
series to open up a 28-6 halftime lead and never looked 
back Friday night as they rolled to a 38-6 region win over 
the Georgiana Panthers, at Tiger Stadium. 

Elba received the opening kickoff and promptly marched 
80 yards in 12 plays and ate up over six minutes off the 
clock to grab an early 7-0 lead. Cayden Adkins rushed for 
35 yards on three carries to lead the Tigers down the field, 
while Alvin Henderson added 28 yards on five carries and 
scored the Tiger touchdown on a 1-yard run, Alex Wisecup 
kicked the extra-point to put Elba on top 7-0 with 5:45 
remaining in the first quarter. 

Elba began its next possession at its own 42-yardline 
after Cayden Adkins partially blocked a Panther punt, and 
this time it took the Tigers seven plays to cover the 58 
yards to the endzone. The trio of Alvin Henderson, Cayden 
Adkins and Brayden Johnson took turns butting heads with 
the Georgiana defense, with Johnson scoring the Tigers 
second touchdown of the half on a 13-yard dash up the 
middle. Wisecup added the extra-point as Elba upped its 
lead to 14-0 with 11:40 left in the second quarter. 

Elba turned back a Georgiana scoring threat on the 


game’s ensuing series when Cayden Adkins picked off 


a Panther pass at the two-yardline and returned the 
interception 29 yards to quickly flip the field. From there it 
took the Tigers six plays to get back into the endzone, with 
Alvin Henderson rushing for 51 yards on four carries and 
capping the 69-yard drive with a 15-yard td run. Wisecup 
added the extra-point, and with 5:16 left in the half the 
Tigers lead was up to 21-0. 

Georgiana began its ensuing possession at its own 
27-yardline and needed only one play to get on the 
scoreboard as on first down Jacobie Morgan hit Demetrius 
Watson with a short pass near the sidelines, and Watson 
broke two tackles and raced down the sidelines 73 yards 
for a score. A two-point pass failed to produce points, but 
with 4:50 left in.the half Georgiana had cut the Elba lead 
to 21-6. 

Elba began its fourth possession of the half near 
midfield after a 24-yard kickoff return by Alvin Henderson 
and this time needed only one play to regain command, as 
Henderson swept the right side, turned up field and raced 
52 yards for his third touchdown of the night. Wisecup’s 
extra-point try was good, and with 4:15 remaining in 
the half the Tigers were back in command with a 28-6 
advantage. 

Elba started the second half at the Georgiana 33-yardline 
after a 29-yard punt return by Cameron Gray, and while 
the Tigers failed to reach the endzone, they did add three- 
points on a 33-yard field goal by Alex Wisecup to push 
their lead to 31-6 with 7:27 remaining in the third quarter. 

Elba got the ball right back at the Georgiana 25-yardline 
on a fumble recovery by Jacob Watkins and quickly 
cashed in the turnover to extend its lead. Alvin Henderson 
rushed for 26 yards on three carries and scored his fourth 
touchdown of the game on a 6-yard dash around the left 
end, and Wisecup tacked on the extra-point to put the 
Tigers on top 38-6 with 3:59 still left in the quarter. 

Elba threatened again on its final possession of the game 
and put together an 11-play drive that ate up almost eight 
minutes off the clock. The Tigers reached a first down 
at the Georgiana 17-yardline, but a rash of penalty flags 


against Elba bogged down the long drive, and forced only, 


the second punt of the season as the Tigers held on to post 
the big 38-6 region win. 

Alvin Henderson rushed for 221 yards on 23 carries and 
scored 4 touchdowns to lead Elba, while Cayden Adkins 
added 69 yards on eight carries and Brayden Johnson 
rushed for 34 yards and 1 td on eight carries. Henderson 
also completed one pass for 11 yards, with Ty Sieving 
pulling in the pass. 

Jacobie Morgan rushed for 41 yards on 10 carries and 
completed 8 of 17 passes for 175 yards and 1 touchdown 
to lead Georgiana, with Demetrius Watson pulling in three 
passes for 85 yards and one td. 
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Elba Tiger fans packed ‘The Mack’ last Friday night for 
the region clash with Georgiana.

The Kinston Bulldogs saw their playoff hopes dashed 
Friday night in a 31-29 upset loss to the Red Level Tigers, 
at Tiger Stadium. 

Kinston got on the scoreboard first early in the second 
quarter on a 32-yard field goal by Marcus Free to grab 
a 3-0 lead. However, Red Level had a quick response to 
the first points of the game and went ahead 6-3 with 8:51 
left in the half when Koltin Barlow connected with Javen 
Poindexter on a 37-yard scoring pass. 

The Bulldogs got a break late in the half when Dray 
Weeks recovered a fumble at the Red Level 29-yardline 
following a botched punt attempt, and two plays later 
Brant McCollough scored on an 18-yard dash to put 
Kinston back on top. Free added the extra-point, and at 
halftime the Bulldogs carried a 10-6 lead into the dressing 
room. : 

Kinston received he second half kickoff and promptly 
marched 93 yards in only five plays to extend its lead. 
Colby Tew scored the Bulldog touchdown on a 62-yard 
gallop, and Free added the extra-point as Kinston opened 
up a 17-6 lead with 9:36 remaining in the third quarter. 

The combination of Barlow to Poindexter connected 
again on Red Level’s ensuing possession, this time on a 
55-yard touchdown toss, to pull the Tigers within 17-12 
with 8:50 left in the quarter, while on the Tigers next 
possession Poindexter broke loose and raced 44 yards 
into the endzone to put Red Level on top 18-17 with 3:06 
remaining on the clock. 

Kinston answered quickly on its ensuing possession 
and regained the lead at 23-18 with 1:41 still left in the 
quarter on a 52-yard scoring run by Brant McCollough, 
but Red Level refused to slow down and scored on its next 
offensive series on a 3-yard run by Poindexter to go back 
on top 24-23 with 8:49 remaining in the fourth quarter. 

Disaster struck the Bulldogs on the ensuing kickoff 
when a fumble handed the ball back to Red Level at the 
Kinston 34-yardline, and the Tigers wasted little time 
cashing in the turnover as Koltin Barlow again hooked up 
with Javen Poindexter, this time from 15 yards out, and the 
extra-point was successful as Red Level opened up a 31-23 
lead with 7:10 left on the clock. 

Kinston began its ensuing possession at its own 
35-yardline and went 65 yards in eight plays to get back 
into the endzone. Colby Tew scored his second touchdown 
of the night on a 13-yard run, but a two-point try failed 
to produce points, and with 3:30 left on the clock the 
Bulldogs trailed 31-29. 

An on-sides kick attempt by Kinston was recovered by 

Red Level, and the Tigers moved the chains twice to run 
out the clock as they surprised Kinston 31-29 in the key 
region clash.
